So let none be {ſo wicked 'and abſurd 
to reject Repentance and Conformati- 
on for fear of ſhame ; (as proud per-

Now, for this very reaſon it is, that

' Lord, without fearing the King, they 


might no more be ſo1mpudently wick- 
ed, to rebel againſt their King, and yer 
pretend Religion for the ſame, and the 
fear of God. 


And, 2. Fcr the ſame reaſon, he 
allo giveth us this ſeaſonable caution, 
to meddle not with them that are gi- 
ven to change , Or not to be of their 
party who enterpriſe any alteration 
from Kingly Government, and vary 
from the Laws and Statutes of the Lord 
and the King ; leſt (by confederation 
with them 1n their Rebellion) we i. 

allo 
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alſo conſumed in all their fins: for 
their calamity (laith he, in the verſe 
following) ſbal riſe ſuddenly, and-who 
knoweth the ruine of them . both * Both 
Changers from the fear of the Lord, 
and Changers from the fear of the 
King. 


And both the Papiſts andFanaticks are 
notorious Changers from them both ; 
for though it be true, they doas- un- 
brotherly daſh one againſt another in 


their opinions, as Manaſſes and Ephra- 


im : Yet theyare as firmly agreed to- 
gether againſtthe King, or rather the 
Lord and the King, as they were a- 
gainſt Jadag ; for their Combination 
againſt rhe King, 1s only that in hisde- 
ſtruXion, they may the better build up 
themſelves out of the ruines of Gods 
Government and his Church : And 
therefore it comes to paſs, that as 
Chriſt, the Head of the Church h, was

rend the moſt miſchief againſt the 
Churches peace and welfare, ever add 
craft to their cruelty. And ſo accord- 
ingly theſe Emiſſaries of Satan and 
Anti-Chriſt did in their forementioned 
plot againſt his Sacred Majeſty, when 
they murdered * Sir Edmundbury God. 
frey, one of his Majeſties moſt Loy- 
al Juſtices; for they perpetrated

very of their Plot. O man ! or Prophet 
ſhall [term thee, ( for thou didft fore- 
tel that thou ſhouldſt be the firſt Mar- 
FT, andTI hope thou ſhalt be the laſt ) 
though our Religion will not ſuffer us 
to be ſo wicked, filly and ridiculous to 
worſhip thee as a Saint ; yet thy name 
Is to be ever honoured for thy True 
Loyalty and Fidelity to the Lord and 
the King. Neither was their craft leſs 
ſeen in the mode of his murder : One 
while they dog'd him into the fields : 
Another while they ſent people to ſpie 
when he came abroad, that t ef might

through his valiantneſs he ſhould have

Yet, 2. under this poor 
and groundleſs pretence, this deceiver 
of Nations doth reſiſt him alſo in his 
Divine and incommunicable preroga- 
tives, that are inſeparably annexed to 
his headſhip.

Biſhop under pain of deprivation, 

ſhould dare tointermeddle beyond his 

own bounds, in anothers Province, as 

being no ways fubje& to him.

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St. Peter then is free from giving be- 
ginning to Anti-Chriſt, nor will the 
Primitive Bifhops allow him his Supre- 


'macy : Where then will he fix ? Whar, 


in Lucifer? His coming is after the 
working of Satan, from him he de- 
rives his Pedegree. The times were pure 


at firſt, Anti-Chriſt then only began to 


work, he roſe in his myſterie of iniquity 
by degrees ; firſt above Biſhops, then 
above Patriarchs, then above Councils, 
then above Kings, then above >crip- 
tures; then at laſt, ſeeing he could 
mount no higher , he as God, fits him 
down in the Temple of God, ſhewing 
himſelf that he is God. 


I need not plead that time cal's m2 
away to other things, this is enoug" 
to convinceany rational man, that the 
Pope 1s really the 5 'Ar7ixg:roe, the ve- 
ry Anti-Chriſt, the mar of Sin, and the 


Son of perdition. Who then would be . 


a Papiſt ? ſurely none, bur thoſe who 
the God of this World hath blinded u: 1 
know that there is no Religion in the 
World, hath ſo great a Decoy in it, 
to make Carnal men to profeſs it, 
as Popery hath; it is more ſelt plea- 
ſing, and gives fuller reins to fleſhand 

| H 7 blood, 
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blood, than any other ; but nothing 
more doth manifeſt it to be from the 
man of Sin. * Mervin Lord Audly and © 
Earl of Caſ?/:haven doth give us a ve- 
ry remarkable inſtance in this: He was 
educatei! in the Proteſtant Religion, 
but turned Papiſt, to have the more 
libzrty to commit wickedneſs:in which 
he grew to ſogreat an height, that ( in 
the year 1631.) being condemned by 
his Peers for Rape and Sodomy, &&c. 
he impudently declared' in the pre- 
{ence of ſome Lords, that as others had 
their ſeveral delights,ſome in one thing, 
ſome in another ; ſo his delight was in 
Damning Souls, by enticing men 'to 
ſuch as as might ſurely effeCt it. And 
marvel not, 'that ſome of them have 
moreart to hide their wickedneſs ; for 
Satan himſelf 1s transformed into an 
Angel of light w. h 


1. Therefore let us beware of theſe 
falſe Prophets, and deceitful workers, 
that are thus - notorioully given to 
change from the fear of the Lord and 
the King; leſt we be alſo inſerted with 
them into the family of Anti-Chriſt, 
and adopted the Sons of perdition.

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2. Let us remember to render unto 
God, due praiſe and tharkfulneſs for 
all his former benefits x, wherewith he

Morcover, as Fero- 
204793 ( anſwerable to his Idolatry, ) 
made Prieſts of the lowelt of the peo- 
ple, which were not of the ſons of Le- 
wig : Sotheſe Changers from the fear 
of the Lord and the King,. (anſwera- 
ble to their confuſion, ) filenced the 
true Clergy of God, and choſe the very 
{cum of the .Nation to preach in their 
room ; in oppoſition' to the Lords De- 
cree and Ordinance, that no man taketh 
this honour unto himſelf, but , he that 
Zs called of God, as was Arronh. Yea, 
they hated Gods Clergy fo vehement. 
ly, that they contradicted them even. 
in their very apparel; they preached 
in Cloaks, &c. in oppoſition totheir, 
orderly and Canonical veſtments. And 
what ſhould I ſay more? They lighted 
Gods Ordinances fo much, that they, 
firſt cauſed the Banes of Marriage to be _ 
cryed in the Market-place, and then 
the parties to be married by Juſtices 
of the Peace,in private houſes; in oppo.-. 
ſition to Gods Miniſters, at Church. O 
what muſt one day be the Pngment, 
© 


of theſe hare-brain'd wretches ! That 
ſet no more by Gods Ordinances ; el- 
pecially, that contemn the holy State 
of Marriage, ſo honourable in all ;, 1n- 
ſtituted by God himſelf in Paradiſe 4, 
the emblem of Chriſt and his Church /, 
yea , honoured by Chriſt, our Saviour 
with his firſt miracles, Uzz24h, for 
all he was a King, aperſon not only 
Civil, but Sacred too; yet came ( we 
know ) toa very fearful end, for inva- 
ding the Priefts Office .y. Judge ye 
then, what muſt be the end of inferior 
Magiſtrates. 


But this is not all, they did alſo moſt 
rrreverently receive the Sacrament, 
ſitting, 'in oppoſition to St. Pauls moſt 
reverent geſture of kneeling o. Though 
even common reaſon teach them, that 
fo great a duty, and ſublime a myſter 
muſt in proportion havethe humbleſi 
geſture : Eſpecially, when as ever

ſenſe of their own vain and fooliſh 
1maginations; | 


 Andtherefore theſe Enthuſiaſts run 
on deſperately, withour any fear or 
wit in their changing; they proceed 
farther, and deſpiſe God next_in his 
Church, his holy-houſe or SanEtuary ; 
which, ehough it be a place command- 
ed by him to be ſeparated, (as his day) 
from all common uſages,and appropri- 
ated to him.by a ſolemn dedication g : 
yet they put no difference between it 
and their own common and prophane 
dwellings; as we -are commanded to 
do r. They changed their private houſes 
into publick meeting places, under apre- 
tence of godlineſs, and turned the houſe 
of God into a place of merchandiſe, and 
a Den of Thieves, with their carnal - 
buſineſs: in oppoſition. to Gods Laws 
1m the Old Teftament /, and in oppoſi- 
tion-to0 to Chriſts Laws in the New t ; 


/ 
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who both by precept and example hath 
confirmed the relative holineſs of the 
Temple under the Law; and the reve- 
rence due unto the fame, to be in our 
Churches, to all ſucceeding Generati- 
ons,:now, and for ever, Mark t 1. 17. 
Is it not written, my houſe ſhall be called 
of all Nations the houſe of Prayer ? but 
ye have made it a Den of Thieves. Mark 
the wards: Chriſtdothnot ſay, my 
Houſe ( in the preſent tenſe) is called 
ofall Nations the houſe of Prayer ; for 
that could not be, becauſe the 
Gentiles were not then coriverted : But 
behold ! Is it not written, my Houſe (ini 
the future tenſe ) xanfiosrar dot mis 4- 
Oreo , ſhall be called of all Nations the 
houſe of Prayer ? not only of the Jews, 
but of the Gentiles too, when they are 
once converted , and eſtabliſhed in the 
Faith : When the hedge of ſeparation 
between Jew and Gerrtile is broken 
down, and God ſhall be worſhipped in 

all places, or Nations, even now, and 
for ever, inall circumſtances, and va- 
rieties of time and Nation, tothe end 
of the World. ECL 

Yet notwithſtandirig this, they 
would juftific themſelves in their pro- 
phanation, moſt impuden:!y and blaſ* 
phemouſty. affirming that ,. the

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Church, or houſe of God hath no more 
holineſs in- # than a Barn or a Stable. 
And for confirmation, theſe blind Phari- 
ſees would therein alſo diſhonour God 
in his holy Ordinances, both in prayer, 
and preaching.. For, 1. though in the 
time of Divine ſervice, they would 
ſeem to honour God by being uncover- 
ed in prayer; yet at other times they 
wall deſpile 1t, and prefer preaching 
above it. And, 2. in Preaching they 
did no leſs contradi&t themſelves, - for 
though they did fo much extol it above 
po yet as ſoon as the Text. was de- 

ivered, they would moſt irreverent- 

ly put on their Hats,and be covered : as

Whicheye theſe wanting, 
it is not to be admired, thatthey ſhould 
neglet the honour of his infinite and 
adorable Majeſty, which they could not 
ſee, but only Hiſtorically : Eſpecially, 
being ſeduced therein, by the pernict- 
ous doctrine and examples of Old O/:- 
livers Journey-man Prieſts ; who cap- 
tivated their judgments, teaching them 
by an implicit faith, jarare iz verba ma- 
2iſfiri, to pin their opinions upon their 
ſleeves.

-* Now, that they might” uphold this 
new Religion of theirs, ( an{werable 
to their new faſhioned Common- 
Wealth) from being caſt down, by the 
great viſibility of thoſe evils which they 
committed in rheir changing, they co- 
vered them ſo artificially with a form 
of Godlineſs, that the rude multitude

The Pha- 
riſees were the moſt tric and preciſe 
Sect of the Jews, they deſired to be 
counted more holy than any, -theonly 
Saints upon earth, and did accordingly

They were great Zea- 
lots in Religion, yet they were blind, 
their zeal was without knowledge, it 
conſiſted chiefly in perſecuting Chriſt 
and his Church f: They were great 
pretenders to righteouſneſs, the only 
Puritans of that age, They were men 
of a {ad Conntenance, they would faſt 
often, and ſhew great Auſterity. And 
ſometimes too they would ſeem very 
charitable, and give much Almes to 
the Poor: but their evil ends robb'd their 
holy aCtions of their reward: for they 
did not do them for conſcience ſake, 
that they might glorifie God, and lay 
up for themſelves Treaſures in heaven ; 
but only in policy, for their covetoul- 
neſs, and vainglory's ſake ; that they 
might have the better excuſe at other

to reyerence his SanQtuary, as well as 
to keep his Sabbathss. And they made 
a con{cience too of ſmaller matters,as of 
Ceremonies; but omitted the weigh- 
tier Patters of the Law, as judgment, 
mercy » ©.
